Remind all members to please return to their seats, please. All
members present or accounted for, the first motion will be to
dispense with the at-large reading. All in favor vote aye,
opposed nay. Mr. Clerk, I'm sorry. Senator Chambers.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: 1Isn't that a debatable motion, to suspend the
rules?

SENATOR CUDABACK: It is not, Senator.
SENATOR CHAMBERS: Oh, thank you.

SENATOR CUDABACK: The first motion is to dispense with the
at-large reading. All in favor vote aye, opposed nay. Record.

CLERK: 32 ayes, 2 nays, Mr. President, on the motion to
dispense with the at-large reading.

SENATOR CUDABACK: The at-large reading is dispensed with.
Mr. Clerk, read the title, please.

CLERK: (Read title of LB 906.)

SENATOR CUDABACK: All provisions of law relative to procedure
having been complied with, the question is, shall LB 906 pass?
All in favor of the motion vote aye, those opposed nay. Have
you all voted who care to? Record please, Mr. Clerk. It is
three minutes, and I erred in recording, so we wait to our three
minutes. It's not up yet. Record please, Mr. Clerk.

36 ayes, 2 nays, 3 present and not voting, 8 excused and not
voting.
